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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application published under section 122(b) 
only if the international application designating the United States was published under Article 21(2)(a) of such 
treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the purposes of this 
subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a). 

2. Claims 1-7 and 16-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Crowley et al [6,073,076]. 

Crowley et al discloses a memory management for navigation system, wherein 
geographic data are made of a plurality of data record organized into parcels, each of 
which contains a portions of the plurality of data records. According to Crowley et al, 
there is provided a data storage for storing geographic data, e.g., map information and a 
navigation control for controlling navigational operation using the map data. See figure 1. 
According further to Crowley et al, the storage device is a nonvolatile memory and 
wherein the memory storage is defragmented to improve the performance (speed) of the 
system. See columns 3, 4, 6, 13-14, and 18. Also, as shown in 10, the system of Crowley 
et al provides the provision of canceling or interrupting the defragmenting process. Also, 
according to Crowley et al, the operator is provided with a message. Crowley et al further 
discloses as evident in column a heading reading and writing information, and whereon 
defragmenting is executed in the vicinity of the information. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 8-15 are allowed over the prior art of record. 



Response to Amendment 



4. The amendments along with the arguments filed therewith on August 7, 2002 have been 
entered and carefully considered by the examiner. 

Acknowledgement is made of the amendments to claims 5, 8, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14 and of 

the addition of new claims 17-28. 

Claims 8-15 are allowed. 

Claims 1-7 remain rejected. 

New claims 17-28 are also rejected. 

Applicant argued that the defragmentation of Crowley is performed on a non-volatile 
memory. 

Crowley et al discloses a non- volatile memory 16, which contains navigation application 
18. Also, there is provided a medium 32 that contains a geographical database 40, which 
can be accessed by the navigation application 18. Medium 32, in turn, contains a plurality 
of parcel 120. As described in column 17, each of the parcels of the geographic data read 
from the medium is stored in the parcel cache from which it then used to provide data to 
the requesting navigation functions. Buffer 220 is part of the parcel cached. As described 
again in column 17, buffer 220 is defragmented. Therefore, the nonvolatile memory 16, 
which will receive back the data, is also indirectly defragmented. 
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Upon considering Applicant's arguments in light of the above, it is the examiner's 
position that the claims are unpatentable over the Crowley reference. Accordingly, the 
claims remain rejected and this office action is made final.
